OPPOSES 


Albany’s City Council on Mon- 
|day night heard Councilwoman 
Kathie Zahn read a two-page state- 
ment she had prepared for presenta- 
tion before a4 committee of the Leg- 
islature in Sacramento Tuesday and, — 
after brief discussion and the dele- 
tion of one section, approved the 
text and authorized her to make the 
trip to the State Capital to present 
it. Further they voted the sum of 
$25 to pay her expenses. 

It all had to do with proposed 
legislative action on what has come 
to be known as the Breed Bill, set- 
ting up an East Bay Transit Au-- 
thority patterned somewhat along 
the lines of the East Bay Munici- 
pal Utility District. 

Mrs. Zahn's statement declared 
the Senate and Assembly Bills Nos. 
987 and 1762 respectively, would 
empower a transit district to act 
within the limits of East Bay cities 
without references to the municipal 
governments; also that the policy- 
making board of the district would 
in the hands of five directors, 
elected at large, thereby eliminating 
the voice of the cities in transit dis-
